As you may remember from my last request for information, I am currently 
working on a medical history of the Korean War. This volume is to form 
part of the U.S. ARMY IN THE KOREAN WAR series, published by the Center 
of Military History. 

One of the important medical, stories of the war was the propaganda 
campaign dating from the spring of 1951 onward, in which the Comxuunist 
powers accused the United Nations forces of using germ warfare in Korea. 
To the best of my knowledge, the provenance, purpose and effects of 
this campaign have never been fully unraveled. 


In hopes of clarifying the sequence of events, I would like to examine 
the periodic intelligence summaries prepared by the National Foreign 
Assessment Center or the Director for Intelligence Research and Analysis 
for 1951 - 53.
